FEWER CATTLE IN ALBERTA 


Marked changes in the number of 
domestic animals in Alberta are re- 
vealed in the preliminary statement by 
the Dominion statistician, in his cen- 
sus report for 1931, as compared with 
the various classes in 1921. 

This report shows that since 1921 
there have been decreases of 74.245 
horses, 1.840 mules, and 246.936 cat- 
tle. the number in the province on 
June 1, 1931, being: Horses, 731,399. 
as compared with 806,244 in 1921: 
mules, 1.932. as against 3,722; and 
cattle, 1,136,616, compared with 1,383,- 
552. 

On the other hand, sheep, swine and 
poultry have made tremendous strides 
as regards to numbers, the figures for 
1931 and 1921 respectively being 789,- 
298 against 431,464 sheep: 1,062,908 
against 423.258 swine, and 9.016.428 as 
compared with 5.176.302 head of poul- 
try in the 1921 census.

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OUSTING OF PRELATE MAY REVIVE CHURCH-STATE WAR 


Coming as an aftermath of the recent encyclical, issued to Mexican 
Catholics by Pope Pius XI, the expulsion of Archbishop Leopoldo Rula 
y Flores, Apostolic Delegate, from his native land, threatens to revive 
the bitter Church-State controversy that was temporarily adjusted in 
1929. The encyclical, which protested against the laws limiting the 
number of priests permitted to officiate in Mexico, while advising 
Catholics to co-operate with the government edict, drew a warning 
from President As Rodriquez that all Catholic churches would be 
turned into schools and shops if the “insolent, defiant attitude shown 
in the encyclical continued.” While the Vatican asserts that the papal 
address was intended to promote peace, government officialg fear that 
the resentment of Catholics may develop into armed rebellion, This 
belief is evidenced by the action of Mexico's strong man, former 
President Elias Calles, who has offered his services to the government 
“in case conflict should result.’ Meanwhile the exiled prelate is in

“Statistics of the United States give 
labor only 15 per cent in wages out of 
the total wealth produced. 

“This illustration does not hold good 
for all individual commoditios, but 
will be found to hold good for com- 
modities in general. 

“Employers, however, have not got 
it all their own way. Out of that 84 
per cent capital must pay all the ex- 
penses connected with production— 
taxes, the upkeep of schools, colleges, 
universities, and what not must be 
paid out of the profits. But labor 
can only buy back 15 per cent of the 
things produced and outside of what 
capital may use the rest must be dis- 
posed of in foreign markets, But 
where are our foreign markets? Every 
country has been developing on the 
lines and are looking for foreign 
markets too We may have confer- 
ences galore, but that does not pro- 
duce markets; conferences only prove 
that markets are .no longer to be 
found We suffer in the midst of 
plenty. It is an absurdity. 

“It is not because we lack raw ma- 
terial nor the outfit to produce with, 
and we have many willing hands 
that we suffer. The depression the 
world is going through is directly due

and a half million factory workers, 
seething with discontent. And in the 
fields there were sixteen million des- 
perately poor peasant households serv- 
ing some two hundred thousand land- 
lords who owned a quarter of the 
arable land of the Russian Empire. 

“The Communist Party, which, 
through the Soviets, controls Russia 
and the other republics of the USSR, 
is composed only of those who strictly 
belong to the Proletariat. It is inter- 
national, knowing no frontiers in 
membership or in authority. 

“All religious belief must be re- 
nounced by those who join the party. 
This is essential to the philosophical 
basis of its doctrines. Religion is the 
opium of the people, the dope that 
drugs them and keeps them in sub- 
servience to the oppressive ruling 
class, by holding out the hope of a 
happy future in another world to 
recompense their sufferings in this 
world. Lenin did not ask whether 
Christianity were true or not; to him 
the only question was, does it or does 
it not help the revolution, and Chris- 
tianity as he saw it was the Orthodox 
Church of Russia, with the Czar at 
its head and used by the Czarist 
government as a powerful force for 
keeping the illiterat masses quiet. 

“Bolshevism is a_ strong, 
faith. It has a world program. And 
it has achieved colossal victories. In 
many phases parallels can be drawn 
between Christianity and Bolshevism. 
The alleviation of the oppressed 
figures largely in the program of each, 
Both demand a common, central loy- 
alty over-stepping national and racial 
frontiers. Both extend the bond of 
fellowship to include all men. Both 
aim at the ultimate bringing in of 
the whole world to the fold. The true 
Commi@nist and the true Christian 
must both in the very degrees of their 
passion for their faith and their be- 
Mef in its power to save mankind, do 
all theygcan to achieve for his way 
of lif vorld-wide rule over the hu- 
man race. As the Communist can- 
not compromise with the non- 
Communist world, so the Christian 
cannot compromise with the pagan 
world, 

“But Bolshevism, with its ideal in 
the collectivized man, is a direct 
threat to the Christian value of in- 
dividual personality, And Bolshevism 
is based on the denial of what, to the 
Christian, is the very root reality of 


the Universe—that the Creator is 
Spirit and is Father. The assertion, 
God is spirit, drives an irreparable 


breech between Christianity and any 
philosophy of life which regards God 
simply as a delusion used by a cer- 
tain class of men to attain some ma- 
terial advantage.
